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INTRODUCTORY  REMARKS. 


A.  Stansfield  & Son  in  submitting  to  their  many  patrons  and  friends  their 
Fern  Catalogue  No.  8,  beg  to  remark  that  the  present  edition  has  been 
thoroughly  revised,  the  nomenclature  corrected,  all  uncertain,  inconstant,  or 
inferior  varieties  struck  out,  and  only  those  of  real  merit  retained. 

The  large  stock  they  hold  has  enabled  them  to  reduce  the  price  of  many  rare 
varieties  more  than  fifty  per  cent. 

In  this  edition  the  British  section  has  been  enriched  by  the  addition  of  nearly 
one  hundred  new  or  extremely  rare  varieties : these,  in  many  instances,  are  offered 
for  the  first  time,  and  are  all  deserving  of  cultivation,  even  in  the  most  limited 
collections. 

About  an  equal  number  of  species  and  varieties  have  been  added  to  the  Stove, 
Greenhouse,  and  Hardy  Exotic  Ferns.  These  have  been  selected  with  much  care, 
and  cannot  fail  to  meet  with  the  approval  of  customers. 

A.  S.  & Son  think  it  as  well  to  state  that,  though  the  extent  of  their  stock 
enables  them,  in  some  instances,  to  offer  plants  by  the  dozen  or  hundred,  yet  in 
others,  it  is  so  limited  that  early  applicants  can  alone  secure  good  examples. 

It  is  unnecessary  here  to  enlarge  on  the  advantages  of  the  study  and  cultiva- 
tion of  Ferns.  It  may  be  considered,  however,  as  one  of  the  highest  and  purest  of 
pleasures;  and,  whether  we  are  in  winter  enjoying  the  genial  warmth  of  the  stove, 
so  necessary  for  the  cultivation  of  some  of  the  more  tender  of  the  Exotic  species — 
or  enjoying  the  delicious  coolness  and  shade  of  an  atmosphere  adapted  to  our 
British  and  Hardy  Exotic  ones  in  summer,  the  feeling  is  alike  delightful  and 
pleasurable,  and  is  only  to  be  realized  by  actual  experience. 

Among  the  Fern  allies  the  beautiful  genus  Selaginella  has  now  obtained  a 
deservedly  high  estimation,  as  well  as  a tolerably  extensive  cultivation.  It  is  well 
known,  however,  that  the  utmost  confusion  prevails  so  far  as  regards  the  nomen- 
clature. By  taking  advantage  of  the  careful  investigations  of  such  men  as  Dr. 
W.  R.  McNab,  of  Edinburgh,  Mr.  J.  G.  Baker,  of  Kew,  and  especially  of  Professor 
A.  Braun — who,  in  his  “ Revisio  Selaginellarum  Hortensium,”  has  done  much  to 
elucidate  this  hitherto  perplexing  genus — A.  S.  & Son  are  enabled  to  submit  to 
their  customers  a list  which,  they  trust,  is  as  complete  and  correct  as  any  previously 
published.  They  have  also  made  such  a modification  in  the  prices  as  cannot  fail 
to  extend  still  more  the  cultivation  of  these  really  charming  plants. 

The  cultural  notes  in  this  catalogue  are  reprinted  in  almost  their  original 
entirety:  they  were  compiled  with  much  thought  and  care  in  the  first  instance, 
and  are  therefore  capable  of  little  improvement.  Those  cultivators  whose  ex- 
perience is  limited  will  be  greatly  benefitted  by  their  perusal. 

As  regards  descriptions,  much  has  not  been  attempted.  The  number  of 
species  and  varieties  is  now  so  considerable,  that  to  describe  them  individually 
would  require  space  far  beyond  the  limits  of  a catalogue. 

The  subscribers  tender  their  best  thanks  to  those  persons  who  have  already 
honoured  them  with  their  commands,  and  they  hope  to  merit  a continuance  of  that 
patronage  which  has  hitherto  been  so  liberally  bestowed.

The  culture  of  the  Maidenhair,  one  of  the  loveliest  of  our  native 
species,  is  attended  with  hut  little  success  out  of  doors,  except  in 
sheltered  situations  near  the  sea-level  on  our  west  coast.  But  so 
exquisite  a fern  is  well  deserving  of  a place  in  the  greenhouse.  Let 
it  have  a damp  corner  there;  and  give  it,  for  compost,  fibrous  peat 
in  large  proportion,  some  loam,  leaf -mould  thoroughly  decayed , and 
abundance  of  fine  sand.  The  Adiantum  is  well  known  to  be  ever- 
green. It  may  be  suspended  in  a basket  or  cocoa-nut  husk.  In 
planting  be  careful  to  drain  well:  a few  small  fragments  of  sand- 
stone or  limestone  may  be  introduced  into  the  compost.

The  Aspleniums  all  require  thorough  drainage.  They  grow  freely, 
for  the  most  part,  when  planted  in  light  loam  ( enriched , if  need  be, 
by  the  addition  of  w ell- decayed  leaf -mould  a/nd  fine  sand ),  with  a fair 
quantity  of  broken  limestone,  or  old  lime-rubbish,  i/nterspersed  (in 
the  case  of  Nos.  19,  20,  and  32,  use  bits  of  sandstone).  Nos.  21  and 
22  rarely  succeed  out  of  doors,  u/nless  in  sheltered  situations  at  the 
sea-level ; the  same  conditions  are  requisite  for  the  successful  out- 
door culture  of  No.  23  and  its  varieties ; these  last  make  cliarming 
specimens  when  grown  in  pots.  The  Aspleniums  a/re,  without  ex- 
ception, evergreen.

The  most  important  requirements  of  the  Lady-fern  and  its  numerous 
varieties  are , abundance  of  moisture  in  the  growing  season  and 
partial  shade.  When  grown  in  pots,  they  should  have,  at  the  above 
season,  abundance  of  pot-room.  Thorough  drainage  is  of  less  impor- 
tance. Plant  in  a compost  of  fibrous  peat,  loam  (in  large  propor- 
tion ),  leaf-mould,  and  sand.  The  Athyrium  Filix-foemina  and  its 
varieties  are  all  of  them  deciduous ; they  are  perfectly  hardy,  and 
■make  beautiful  objects  for  the  out-door  fernery . They  are  still  more 
beautiful  when  cultivated  in  a greenhouse,  under  the  conditions 
stated  above ; their  graceful,  delicate-loohing  and  often  exquisitely 
divided  or  crested  fronds,  undamaged  by  sun  or  shower,  awe  then 
seen  in  all  their  loveliness.  There  are,  we  should  suppose,  few  more 
beautiful  objects  in  the  fern  world  than  a mature , well-grown  ex- 
ample of  No.  127.

The  Hard  Fern  is  one  of  the  commonest  of  our  evergreen  species. 

When  planted  in  a moist,  shady  nooh  of  the  rockery,  as  it  ought  to 
he,  the  deep-green  colour  of  its  shining  fronds  ( barren ) makes  it  a 
very  beautiful  object.  Some  of  its  varieties  are  among  the  most 
interesting  of  ferns.

The  Cystopteris  fragilis  and  its  varieties  do  well  in  a compost  of 
fibrous  peat  and  loam , with  a little  thoroughly  decayed  leaf  mould 
and  fine  sand  added , and  a small  amount  of  old  crumbled  mortar.

The  larger-growing  of  these  beautiful  evergreen  ferns  make  noble 
objects  when  fully  developed.  Planted  under  trees , or  in  some  other 
situation  affording  shade , the  naturally  rich  green  colow  of  the 
fronds  becomes  still  richer  and  deeper.  Nothing  can  be  more  ex- 
quisitely fine  than  some  of  the  smaller  and  more  delicate  hinds ; but 
these  often  require  careful  nursing. 

It  is  a mistahe  to  plant  the  Polystichum  angulare  in  peat,  as  is  so 
frequently  done.  No  doubt , it  may  be  made  to  grow  in  peat  enriched 
with  decayed  leaf -mould,  but  the  plants  natural  aliment  and  con- 
sequent requirement  is  loam — a rich  loam.  Sand  should  form  a 
proportion  of  the  compost;  and  pieces  of  grit,  and  also  small  pieces 
of  lime-roch , may  with  advantage  be  introduced ; the  drainage 
should  be  ample.

Grown  in  the  shade  and  given  abundance  of  moisture , the  Scolo- 
pendrium vulgare  is  one  of  the  most  beautiful  of  evergreens.  When 
an  attempt  to  cultivate  it  has  failed , it  has  generally  been  through 
neglect  to  give  the  plants  the  necessary  amount  of  water.  Most 
variable  of  all  ferns,  its  named  forms  or  varieties  are  now  counted 
by  hundreds.  Some  of  them  exhibit  the  strangest  anomalies  to  be 
found  in  the  whole  vegetable  world.  But  the  great  marvel  is  that 
these  singular  freaks  of  nature  should  be  repeated  when  the  plants 
awe  reproduced  from  spores , as  happens  in  so  many  cases  even  to  the 
minutest  detail.  Among  British  ferns , truly  this  protean  species , 
in  its  manifold  and  almost  countless  variations , is  in  itself  a study. 
Plant  in  sandy  loam,  in  a moist,  shady,  sheltered  nook.  Tenderer 
subjects  may  be  planted  in  a compost  of  loam,  fibrous peat  and  silver- 
sand.  In  either  case  a small  quantity  of  well-decayed  leaf-mould 
may  be  added.  And  in  all  cases  the  plant  is  benefited  by  bits  of

growth , though , of  course,  it  is  not  well  to  subject  the  plants  to  a 
constant  deluge.  All  the  kinds  of  Scolopendrium  not  of  a vigorous 
habit  of  growth  are,  here,  cultivated  under  glass.

This  beautiful  species  requires  about  similar  treatment,  so  far  as 
regards  planting , to  that  recommended  for  the  British  Hymeno- 
phyllums.  Though  it  is  best,  as  a rule,  to  grow  the  Bristle  Fern  in 
a close,  glazed,  case,  it  frequently  makes  most  luxuriant  growths  with- 
out such  confinement,  and  planted  merely  in  a shady  comer  of  a cool 
house.  But  a uniformly  moist  atmosphere  is  essential,  and  when 
this  condition  cannot  be  ensured  in  the  place  where  the  fern  is  to  be 
grown,  then  a glazed  case  becomes  necessary.  What  moistwe  the 
plants  receive  should  be  in  the  form  of  exhalation ; avoid  casting 
water  directly  upon  the  fronds.  It  will  be  seen  that  the  lovely 
Bristle  Fern,  in  cultivation,  is  essentially  a greenhouse  or  quasi - 
greenliouse  species.

Stagnant  water  and  stagnant  air  are  alike  huntful  to  these 
beautiful  little  ferns  ; ample  drainage  and  thorough  ventilation  are 
therefore  essential  conditions,  in  cultivation.  But  though  well 
drained , the  soil  should  not  be  allowed,  to  get  too  dry.  A cool , airy 
situation,  with  a moist  soil,  is  the  one  in  uhich  the  plants  are  most 
at  home.  For  compost  use  mainly  fibrous  peat,  with  a fair  amount 
of  silver-sand,  a little  thoroughly  decomposed  leaf -mould,  a/nd  a 
small  proportion  of  loam.  As  the  Woodsias  require  a cool  situation, 
one  with  a northern  aspect  is  obviously  the  best.
